War on Cutworns 


Last year considerable damage 
was done to crops throughout 
Southern Alberta by cutworms, and 
last fall petitions were sent from 
various bodies including the local 
Farmers Union. Asa result of these 
petitions the Dominion Government 
appointed Mr, E. H. Strickland, a 
well-known entomologist, to investi- 
gate the best means of accomplish- 
ing their destruction, and he arrived 
in Lethbridge several weeks ago, 
and will remain in the province all 
summer. The Lethbridge district 
has suffered very severely from the 
ravages of this insect, which re- 
juices in spite of its diminutive size, 
in the imposing title **Porosagratis 
delorata,”’ and it is hoped that Mr. 
Strickland will provide an effective 
means of accomplishing tts exter- 
mination, 

Mr. Arthur Gibson, chief assist- 
ant entomologist of the Dominion 
experimental farm, Ottawa, arrived 
at Lethbridge on April 30 to super- 
intend the initial campaign against 
the cutworm in conjugetion with 
F. H. Strickland, who will have 
complete charge during the summer 
campaign. Mr. Gifson came direct 
from Ottawa to be on hand for the 
first outbreak of these pests.

MULTIPLIGATION OF SMOKESTAGKS 
IN THE THREE PRAIRIE PROVINGES 


Winnipeg Furnishes an Object Lesson in the Fruits of a Stable 
Trade Policy—Factory Chimneys are the New 
Landmarks in the West 


During sixty days, ending in the latter part of November of last year 
as many asa one hundred and nine letters were received by the Winnipeg 
Industrial Bureau from genuine manufacturing concerns, some of which, 
recognizing the importance of securing access to the western market, made 
special app'ications for information by telegraph. From Eastern Canada 
five letters were received including that of an Ontario automobile concern 
and a Quebec stove manufacturer. The state of Minnesota furnished six 
enquiries two being from St. Paul and two from Minneapolis. Three Michi- 
gan manufacturers are making searching enquiries regarding their respec- 
tive trades, and Iowa sent for information regarding five lines of manu- 
factured goods, varying from steel metal products to harvesting machinery. 
The central states were represented by ten enquiries, Ohio sending nine and 
Indiana only one. These represent a Variety of manufactures varying from 
a glove to motor truck factory. There were nine Wisconsin applications 
for information along manufacturing lines, four hailing from Milwaukee, 
a number of automobile firms of international .epute being amongst the 
number from that state. No less than sixteen Chicago manufacturers made 
application for information regarding the manufacturing possibilities during 


(Winnipeg's industrial growth 
in ten years 1900 to 1910). 


This Illustration shows at a glance the enormous increase in the output 
of the factories of Winnipeg during the past few years. The Manitoba 
Government's figures (amounting last year to more than $15,000,000) 
of the immense amount of -apital yosted annually in industrial 
concerns in that city provides substantial evidence of the multiplication 
of smokestacks in Winnipeg and the enormous business increase as- 
sociated therewith. A similar picture of lesser proportions but of 
almost equal ratio of increase might be drawn of a score of “farther 
west” cities whose smokestacks are becoming larger, taller and more 
numerous.

in the lines they are interested in; and the remainder of the letters were 
enquiries from ten New England industrial centers. The Western States 
contributed nine letters for information, four of these being from Kansas 
City. The state of California sent a similar number of enquiries, Indus- 
trial information was requested by six manufacturers in the Southern 
States, one .rom a terra cotta manufacturer in Missouri who believes that 
Winnipeg is the best shipping centre for Canada and a Jefferson City 
clothing manufacturer who asked for information of a detailed character 
regarding the cost of construction of a factory, ete, These hundred and 
one enquiries received, in addition to many personal calls from the manu- 
facturer, represent a wide range of manufacturing activity, Many of them 
are highly technical and have to be dealt with with great care after pains-

The wise farmer in Denmark is a 
member of the Dansk Andels-Aegex- 
sort—the Danish Co-operative Ege 
bx ort Society. 

tne farmer member is one of & 
group of not less than 10. He 1s pro- 
vided with a rubber stamp something 
like this—-'5-29-X.” 

“6” is the district, “29" is the group 
and “X" je the farmer. 

The farmer delivers all his eggs to 
the soctety, each egg stamped “5-29- 
X.” The eggs go to a packing center, 
and thence to the cooperative retail 
societies to be sold to the consumers. 

A consumer complains: “One of the 
half-dozen exes I bought yesterday 
was bad. The stamp was ‘5-29-X'" 

“Bo!” says the manager and refers 
to a little book.

The time to pay for a pedigree is 
whenit is delivered. While most 
breeders are honourable, many are 
frocrastining, some are negligent 
and a few are downright dishonest. 

In order to protect themselves ag- 
ainst loss at the hands of the pro- 
crastining and negligent, buyers of 
pure bred animals will do well when 
dealing with breeders of whose hon- 
esty they have no knowledge, to 
with-hold a part of the purchase 
money til the pedigree is supplied 
or at least to deposit it in a bank to 
be pant upon delivery of a proper 
certificate of registration. This can 
without exposing either 
buyer or to any risk and is 
perfectly fair to both. My exper- 
ience with bank managers is that 
they are always willing to perform 
this service tor the protection of 
their patrons. 

As a rule the buyer pays over 
his money or writes his cheque for 
the tull amount at the time of pur- 
chasing and the seller promises to 
forward a pedigree as soon as poss- 
ible, then after a year or more of 
waiting he wakes up to the tact that 
he has been ‘done’. Sometimes 
he has sold the progeny of these an-
